2894 H E Errors of good and 

4 creat Men are fo fre- 
® quent, and the very 
beft and carefulleft are 
- fo much liable unto 
them, that large Al- 
lowances fhou’d always 
A be made, for Prejudi- 
t= ces, wrong Education, 
Mifapprehenfion, and all the common Sources 
of Miftake. In each of the great Profeflions, 
and indeed wherever much Knowledge and 
Exaétnefs is expected, there will always be 
Ground for Excufes, and very few, if any, 
can arrive at fuch a Degree of Perfection as 
not to ftand in need of them. Happy they 
that are liable to the feweft Miftakes! and 
fuch as are fo, will always be readieft to make 
the greateft Allowances to others. 

T ne Laws of this Land are now grown 
fo very numerous; and the Judgments pafs’d 
in the King’s Courts are of fuch Weight, 
that they are made the true Interpreters of the 
Law, even in fome Cafes where they are not 
very ftriétly confiftent with the Letter of it. 
Hence it is, that a very laborious and careful 
Collector, or Reader, may in many Cafes be 
eafily miftaken in his Judgment, about the 
true Extent and precife Meaning of a Statute. 
The Ciances ot Miftake are to much grea- 
ter ftill, where, befides the 4s of Parliament 
relating to any Subject, there are whole Bo- 
dies of ober Laws to be compared ; not only 
the Praéfice of Courts, and their Judgments are 
to be known, but Records from all Parts are 
to be fearched, and the Rules of Common, 
Canon, and Civil Law are to be colleéted and 
laid down. Shou’d therefore any Man at- 
tempt a Cade, cr Dige/? of the Statutes, Con- 
ftitutions, Canons, Rubricks, Articles, &¢. of 
the Church of England, and in fo great a 
Work be guilty of fome Miftakes ; nay fhould 
he be guilty of fume Miflakes of Confe- 
quence ; the Goodnets of the Defign ought to 
atone for tome Imperfections, and fo labori- 
ous an Attempt fhould be an allowed Excufe 
for fome Slips, In this Cafe every good-na- 
turd Man will make great Allowances for 
Errors; nor will he exaét too rigoroufly a 
never: failing Judgment, or Memory. 

Bu t the Cafe is fomewhat altered, when 
inftead of collecting Fac#s, and reporting them 
faithfully, an Author is laying down Principles, 
and endeavouring to —— thein. ‘The 
Omiffion of a Fact, or the Mij/repre/eutction of 
it, may argue an Imperfection in an Hiftori- 
an; but to lay down a wrong Principle is to 
put a falfe Rule into the Reader’s Hands, end 
to miflead him in virtue of fuch Rule in every 
Aétion which he compares by it. 

I was led into thefe Reflexions by the Peru-

Controverfies till of late. A laborious Work ! 
And fome have call’d it, The belt Book that 
hath been written on the Subje€? it treats, jae the 
Reformation: A Work which muf? ever be conji- 
dered as a Standard by all competent pads. 
Whence then is it, that fo much Difguft 
fhould be mow taken againft it, when the 
Book has ftood without any Publick Mark 
of Cenfure upon it for fo many Years ? 
MicurT I prefume to conjecture at the 
Reafon of this, I fhou’d fay, That it was not | 
becaufe the fame Faults had not been feen or | 
obferv’d before now ; it was not that the’ Ten- | 
dency of them was not heeded or regarded : 
for I am perfuaded the Principles of it were | 
fully feen, and the Confequences of them are } 
indifputable in themfelves, But as Confe- 
quences are often denied by them that main- 
tain the Premiffes; and Men themfelves are 
generally better than many of their Princi- 
ples would lead them to be; it washoped, and 
wifhed, and expected, that fo it would prove 
in the prefent Inftance. And if Faét, and 
better Notions fhould lead a Man to Aétions

fhould fo much Outcry be made now ; when 
perhaps he may, in fome or all thefe Points, 
have changed his Sentiments, and sy have 
been induced to think, as common Reafon 
dictates ?

given for Imagi- 

nation, that a Man has altered his Notions : 

And fhould a Time come, when a Man of 

bad Notions fhall monopelize all Church Power, 

(aT ime which never can happen under fo good 

an Adminiftration as the prefent ;) but fhould 

ever the Time come, when a Man, who is 
known to abet Principles inconfiftent with the 

Liberties of Mankind fhall monopolize all 

Church Power, it behoves every one that fees 

or regards the Confequences of fuch Princi- 

ples, to look to themnfelves and to the common 

Interefts, Should ever any memorable In- 

ftance of Conduct appear, which may ferve 

as a practical Commentary to explain the 

Theory that any Man has avowed: Should 





contrary to, or inconfiftent with, a Set of 
Notions which he had once imbibed, he would 
have been thought to have changed his Senti- 
ments; and no one would ever have raifed 
any Controverfy about this Matter : They 
would have covered the Faults by the Good- 
nefs of the Defign; and have excufed any 
Overfights by the Variety of the Things col- 
leéted, and the general U fefullneis of the Un- 
dertaking. 

I make no Queftion, but that thofe who 
have openly exprefled their Diflike of fome 
Principles in the Codex, would have been as 
ready to cover the Faults of it, or to have 
concealed any Failings in it, as Thofe who 
are now fo willing to defend it ; had they had 
any Grounds to believe a Change of Senti- 
ments in its Author. ”Tis very eafy to urge, 
and I doubt not, it would have besn faid— 
May he not have altered his Notions in the 
Compafs of Twenty-two Years ? What if he 
did ‘l'wenty-two Years ago plead for the J%- 
vine Right of our Spiritual Jurifdiction ? Whar, 
if he did at that time efpoufe the Zea! of 
Archbifhop Bancroft ; aad was defirous that 
§* all Prohibitions” againft Proceedings in the 
Spiritual Courts “ fhould iffue out from the 
** Chancery alone, and not from either the 
“* King’s-Bench or Common-Pleas 2” What if 
he was then againft having any of the No/i- 
lity, or Common-Law Judges, to be join’d with 
“ the Bifhops and Clergy in the Court of 
“© Delegates.”

which would naturally and obvicufly explain 
the Tenets abetted: Should ever open és ap- 
pear perfectly confonant to Principles ; it is 
impoffible then to fufpeét or imagine any 
change of Sentiment : And then to talk of a 
Book’s having been publifhed Twenty or 
Thirty Years before; and the making That 
a Plea in behalf of any Man, would be fo 
thin a Difguife, that the meereft Child would 
be able to-fee through it, He that has many 
Years ago openly profefs’d his Sentiments to 
exclude from common Favours all fuch as he 
has MARKED out, and now declares him- 
feif determined to keep THAT Door fhut, 
and aéts agreeably to fuch Declarations, ought 
to expect to have his Principles canvafled ; 
he ought to expeét to have his Principles and 
his Actions fet together ; he muft be contented 
to have his Books examined, his Conduct fcru- 
tinized, and every Step weighed in the Ba- 
lance of Reafon; and if he is fufpected by a 
People, jealous of Liberty, or not trufted by 
them, he muft find the Foundation in his own 
Conduct. 

Ir is urged, and urged again, that the 
Book before us has lain uncenfured thefe 
Two and Twenty Ycars ; and a Reafon of this 
is now demanded, ‘Teell the Man that argues 
thus, that the Book is a voluminous Book ; 
of confiderable Price ; not in many Hands, 
excepting fuch whofe Power and Dominion 
} it was calculated to ferve, It does not follow, 

that becaufe it has lain dormant Twenty Two 
Years, that therefore the Book is not prejudi- 
cial to the Civil Interefts of Mankind ; that 
it is not huitfull to their Liberties ; that it is 
not calculated to enlarge an Unfcriptural Spi- 
| ritual Dominion. ‘Tell him, that it does not 
follow, that many have not feen the Mifchiefs 
which would arife from the Principles of it, 
were they to be followed into Practice, Tell 
| him, that Length of Time does not convert 
that which is Bad in it felf into Good; nor 
does it maxe it lefs neceflary, or lefs expedient 
}to examine it: Nay, its lying fo long un- 
examined, may be a very good Reafon for 
examining it more accurately ; for with fome 
it may be taken as an Argument of Perfection, 
So 
that it is not a Reafon for not refuting a Book, 
that it has pafled unrefuted for Two and 
Twenty Years; but, on the contrary, it isa very 
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Author, when fo long Experience has had no 


Influence to induce him to change his Senti- 
ments; and when it is feen how itrongly fuch 
Principles continually operate upon the Author 
himfel:.
